NATURE OF INCIDENT: 

COPS Deputy Erik Albano attempted to detain Subject MU (6/1) for a 
truancy violation at the Firestone Metrolink PAX terminal train tracks. The Subject failed 
to comply with commands to stop from Deputy Albano, and jumped over a wrought-iron 
fence. As the Subject landed on the other side of the fence, he faced Deputy Albano. 
The Subject then took a few steps away when he turned to face Deputy Albano again, 
simultaneously reaching into his right side waistband area with his right hand grasping a 
dark object resembling the grip of a handgun. Fearing for his life, and his partner's, 
Deputy Albano fired two rounds from his department issued Beretta at the Subject, 
missing him. The Subject fled from the scene of the shooting, but was shortly captured 
at a nearby park by Century Station patrol deputies. The Subject was not injured as a 
result of the gunshots from Deputy Albano. 


On March 16, 2012, at approximately 0849 hours, Deputy Albano, Employee | 
(bookman), and his partner, Deputy Richard Boykin, Employee ME civer), were 
assigned to Century COPS Team patrol unit 210N8, working the Operation Safe 
Passage program in the Firestone/Florence area. The Safe Passage program targets 
school aged juveniles who may be truant from school, and enforces truancy violations 
committed by juveniles in the surrounding neighborhood. 


While driving their marked patrol unit south on Maie Avenue in the 8400 block, Deputy 
Albano’s attention was drawn toward an unknown male black (Subject Street), walking 
south on the east curb line. Based on the youthful appearance of the individual coupled 
with the time of day, Deputy Albano decided to contact Subject YA ascertain if he 
was a truant from school. 


IAB Note: At the time of Subject’s arrest/booking, gave a 
false name z= His true name is| 
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As Deputy Albano exited his patrol vehicle, Subject [looked at him with a startled 
expression and began running north, then east through the alley south of 84" Street, 
which dead ends at Park Lane. In an attempt to re-contact Subject [J Deputy 
Boykin drove to the corner of 85" Street/Park Lane, but was stopped by an extended 
residential chain link fence that opened out into Park Lane. Deputy Albano then saw 
Subject ffl climbing over a concrete wall on the southeast corner of 84" Street/Park 
Lane into the Metro Transit Authority Blueline Rail System train tracks. Deputy Albano 
lost sight of Subject OO a he jumped over the wall and into the train tracks. 


Considering the safety of Subject [who might be struck by a moving train, as well 
as the train passengers, if the train were to suddenly brake in order to avoid striking 
Subject Deputy Boykin drove to the adjacent Blueline Train Station (Firestone 
PAX — 8615 Graham Avenue) to determine if the Subject was still on the train tracks or 
had crossed over onto Graham Street. 


While at the Firestone PAX terminal, Deputy Albano walked up the north_stairwell, as 
Deputy Boykin took the south stairwell in order to search for Subject I The 
stairwells both lead into the train platform area where patrons wait for the arrival of the 
train. 


As Deputy Albano entered the north passenger platform, he saw Subject llwalking 
south on the west side of the train tracks toward the passenger platform about 100 feet 
away. Deputy Albano’s vision of Subject was initially obscured by a metal 
column and a metal wrought-iron gate at the north end of the platform. He then waited 
for the Subject to walk closer toward the extended platform before making contact. 
Deputy Albano ordered several train patrons to move away from the north platform area 
for their safety. 


Because of noise on the platform, Deputy Albano advised his partner via “direct” mode 
on his handheld radio that the Subject was walking to) them. As the Subject 
approached the platform, Deputy Albano saw Subject wearing a red t-shirt 
underneath his jacket, red shoe laces and a red ball cap, which led him to believe that 
the Subject was a Blood gang member. 


IAB Note: Individuals wearing clothing, insignia and paraphernalia 
with the color red are associated with the Blood criminal street 
gangs of Los Angeles. 


Based on recent violent incidents in the area involving gang members, and the fact that 
the Subject had initially run away from him, coupled with Subject il baggy clothing 
attire, which Deputy Albano believed was conducive to hiding a weapon, he un- 
holstered his weapon. 
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As Subject continued walking toward the platform about 70 feet away from him 
on the cement pathway of the train tracks, Deputy Albano noticed Deputy Boykin was 
now behind him about thirty feet away. Deputy Albano then walked out into the open 
concrete platform walkway in order to contact the Subject. 


When Subject Has approximately thirty to forty feet from the edge of the platform, 
he raised both of his hands up to his chest. Deputy Albano then pointed his weapon at 
Subject Hand ordered him to stop. 


Subject looked at Deputy Albano with a startled expression, momentarily 
stopped, then quickly ran west and jumped over a six foot wrought-iron metal fence. 


Subject [landed on the other side of the fence facing Deputy Albano. The suspect 
looked toward Deputy Albano, and then ran a few steps west as he stopped and faced 
Deputy Albano again simultaneously reaching into the right side of his waistband with 
his right hand and grasped a dark object resembling the grip of a handgun. Subject 
a was angled toward Deputy Albano, which revealed the left side of his 
figure. 


Due to Subject i unning away from him twice, dressed in clothing consistent with 
gang member attire, and wearing baggy attire that could easily conceal a firearm, 
coupled with seeing him reach into his waistband area grasping a dark object 
resembling the grip of a handgun, Deputy Albano believed that Subject EB cs 
going to pull out a handgun and shoot him. 


Fearing for his life, and his partner's life, Deputy Albano fired two rounds from his duty 
weapon toward Subject missing him. Subject B- ran west on the 
opposite set of train tracks (Union Pacific railway) and out of view. 


Deputy Albano put out emergent radio traffic broadcasting an officer-involved shooting, 
the Subject's description, and last seen direction of travel. 


Responding Century Station deputies saw the Subject at Washington Park. The 
suspect was taken into custody without further incident.

Witness ~~ © interviewed by Century Station Detective Greggory Campbell, 
Employee said he was on the north side of the platform looking 
north for the incoming southbound train. He then saw the suspect walking south on the 
train tracks toward the platform, as Deputy Albano walked out and beyond the platform 
gate. Hac he saw Deputy Albano pointing his gun at the suspect and ordered 
him to get down on the ground. At this paint MA the suspect grab his pants 
in the belt and groin area, tum to his right, and climb over the fence that separated the 
Blue Line tracks from the freight (Union Pacific) railroad tracks. He explained that when 
the suspect had dropped over the fence, he was facing Deputy Albano, who fired two 
rounds at him with his firearm. The suspect then ran behind the concrete barriers and 
out of view.

INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS: 


Deputy Erik G. Albano, Employee au was interviewed by Internal Affairs 
Sergeants Frank Quichocho and Jose Garcia on June 20, 2012, at approximately 1120 
hours. Deputy Albano was represented by ALADS Attorney Elizabeth Gibbons from the 
Offices of Green and Shinee. The interview was digitally recorded and the following is a 
summary. 


On March 16, 2012, Deputy Albano said he was assigned to 210N8, COPS Bureau — 
Century Station, in the Firestone/Florence area working the Operation Safe Passages 
program, which is a federal grant that targets truant juveniles, citing them, and then 
taking them to school. 
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Deputy Albano said he was the bookman/passenger working with his partner, Deputy 
Richard E. Boykin, Employee who was the driver of their marked patrol unit. 
He said their regular shift was from however, they were working 
overtime from MA part of the Safe Passages program. He added 
that his regular partner was not working the overtime, so he and Deputy Boykin were 
assigned to work together that day. He said that he has worked with Deputy Boykin 


about twenty times on and off for the past three years. He stated that they were familiar 
with each other's behavior, training, and tactics. 


Deputy Albano explained that he initially trained at 


and was eventually assigned to the 
Century HIT Team — COPS Bureau since September 2008. 


While working the Safe Passages assignment, Deputy Albano said they were driving 
south on Maie Avenue at about the 8400 block when he saw an unknown male black 
individual (Subject {i B/ 16), walking south on Maie Avenue on the east sidewalk. 
As they drove closer, Deputy Albano said Subject i ooked over his right shoulder 
toward them and he appeared to have a youthful appearance. Based on Subject 

youthful appearance, Deputy Albano said they decided to stop and contact him 
believing he may be a truant. 


When he exited the patrol vehicle, Deputy Albano said Subject immediately ran 
north, then east into the east-west alley south of 84" Street, toward the dead end of 
Park Lane. Believing that Subject may be a truant, Deputy Albano said they 
drove to the corner of 85" Street/Park Lane where they saw Subject [i scrambling 
up a concrete wall into the Metrolink — Blue Line Rail train tracks and out of view. He 
added that their path on Park Lane was blocked by a residential chain link fence that 
extended out into the street. A minute later, the chain link fence was removed by a 
home owner allowing them to drive north to where Subject Hed disappeared into 
the Metro Blue Line rail system. 


At the initial point of contact on Maie Avenue, Deputy Albano said they were not 
involved in a foot pursuit of the Subject. He said Subject YA not a threat to him 
or his partner even as he ran away from them. He thought Subject was just 
another truant juvenile. 


Deputy Albano believed that Subject M2s now up on the train tracks and may get 
injured if he was struck by a train or may cause injury to people on the train if it braked 
hard in order to avoid striking him. To verify if Subject was either on the train 
tracks or had made it across the tracks onto Graham Street, Deputy Albano said they 
decided to check the Firestone PAX train station due to its high vantage point. 
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As they arrived at the Firestone PAX train terminal, Deputy Albano said he went up the 
north stairwell, as Deputy Boykin took the south stairwell up into the platform. Deputy 
Albano stated that due to their experience at Transit Services Bureau (TSB), there 
would be noise on the platform, but not that many people on it at that time of day. He 
said they kept visual contact of each other as they reached the platform and talked 
about a basic containment of the platform on the north and south sides as they were 
conducting a search for the Subject. 


As Deputy Albano looked north toward the train tracks he saw Subject ry E a 
hundred feet away walking south toward the platform. He said Subject was 
wearing shorts, a hooded top, red clothing, a red ball cap and red shoe laces. He then 
told several train patrons to move back from the area for their safety. He added that in 
the Firestone neighborhood there are constant gang involved shootings, and if Subject 

was wearing that much red clothing and ran from them, he believed he was a 
Blood gang member. 


Deputy Albano said his partner was about thirty feet behind him, when he advised over 
the handheld radio in “direct” mode that the Subject was walking south toward the 
platform. He explained that since he had been involved in a prior shooting on a railway 
platform with civilians running around, he decided to detain the Subject further north 
away from the platform and away from the civilians. 


IAB Note: Deputy Albano was involved in an on-duty fight with a 
robbery suspect on 03/24/2005, at the Metrolink Blue Line train 
platform in Long Beach. The suspect was about to remove his duty 
weapon from his holster when Deputy Albano’s partner shot the 
suspect in the neck. The bullet grazed the neck of the suspect and 
traveled into Deputy Albano’s right arm. The incident was 
investigated under IAB SH2142447. 


As he walked out onto the north platform that extended from the terminal, Deputy 
Albano pointed his gun at Subject who was about thirty to forty feet away and 
told him to stop. 


1AB Note: The concrete walkway platform that extends north out 
toward the train tracks is approximately four feet high from the 
ground giving a higher vantage point than ground level. 


Subject Binen raised his hands up toward his chest; but then ran west toward a six 
foot wrought-iron fence and jumped over it. When Subject M anea on the other 
side of the fence, he looked back toward Deputy Albano and then ran a few more steps 
west. Subject Minen turned just enough so that Deputy Albano could see the front 
of his body as he reached into his right side waistband area with his right hand. Deputy 
Albano said Subject [left side body was “bladed” toward him. 
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Deputy Albano believed that since Subject Mn just run away from him twice was 
now reaching for something in his waistband he believed he was going to be shot. He 
then fired two rounds at the Subject, missing him. Subject hen went over the 
embankment and out of view. Deputy Albano was approximately ten to fifteen feet 
away from the Subject when he shot through the wrought-iron fence. The platform that 
Deputy Albano was standing on was approximately four feet above the train tracks. 


Deputy Albano said he broadcasted “998” over his handheld radio giving a description 
of the Subject. About two minutes later, Century Sheriff's station patrol units detained a 
Subject matching the description of the broadcast at Washington Park. Deputy Albano 
said he and his partner positively identified Subject I He added that an article 
search for a weapon by several department resources could not locate a weapon. 


During follow-up questioning, Deputy Albano was referred to his incident report that he 
authored on March 16,2012. He added that his report was correct in that the dark 
object that Subject Milo rasped from his waistband looked like the grip of a handgun. 


Deputy Albano said his state of mind at the time of the shooting was that he had to stop 
the threat immediately. He did not want to be shot again as he had in the prior on-duty 
shooting incident. He added that he also did not want Deputy Boykin or any civilians to 
be shot. 


Deputy Albano said Subject vas about fifteen to twenty feet from him when he 
jumped over the wrought-iron fence. He said the Subject initially pulled himself up the 
fence with his hands, which were exposed. The Subject then landed on his feet, and 
faced Deputy Albano with the front portion of his body. Subjectlthen took a few 
steps away, then turned toward him again as he reached into his waistband. Deputy 
Albano stated that it took about two to five seconds for the Subject to jump over the 
wall. 


As Subject E: jumping over the wrought-iron fence, Deputy Albano said he 
watched his hands, while the Subject's back faced him. 


Deputy Albano said he had cover and concealment while he was inside the terminal 
platform at the metal pedestrian gate. When he stepped out into the platform leading 
north toward the train tracks the only cover he had was underneath the concrete 
walkway or the concrete barrier to the left of his position. There was no concealment at 
this part of the platform. 


During follow-up questioning, Deputy Albano stated that as he walked out toward the 
north platform, he noticed that Subject [was wearing a red ball cap, a red shirt, 
and red shoe laces. 


At this point, Deputy Albano believed that Subject Hes a Blood gang member and 
probably not running away from them for truancy. He said the situation quickly evolved 
into an officer safety issue once he was at out on the open platform. 
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Deputy Albano said he knew the area was a Blood street gang neighborhood and that 
he was aware of shootings between the East Coast Crips (Black gang), Florencia 
(Hispanic gang), and the Swans (Blood gang). 


During the incident, Deputy Albano said the weather was clear. He said the only 
obstruction between him and the Subject during the shooting was the wrought-iron 
fence. He stated that he has never seen the Subject prior to shooting. The gaps 
between the wrought-iron bars are approximately three inches wide. 


Deputy Albano said there were no train patrons out on the extended platform during the 
shooting. He stated there were probably fifteen to twenty patrons inside the upper 
platform when he first arrived at the upper deck. He ordered five to six patrons to move 
back who were standing at the north metal pedestrian gate that extends out toward the 
lower platform where the Subject was. 


Deputy Albano believed he had tactical advantage of the incident based on having a 
good back drop, and cover if needed. He added that he had point of aim, target 
acquisition, and sight alignment when he pointed his weapon at the center mass of 
Subject ll boay. He said there was no crossfire between him and his partner. 


Deputy Albano wanted to detain the Subject further out on the train tracks due to the 
civilians who were at the platform area just in case something went wrong if contact was 
made at the platform. 


On March 24, 2005, Deputy Albano said he was shot while on-duty during the 
apprehension of a robbery suspect. He stated that the incident occurred inside the train 
station in Long Beach. Based on that incident, Deputy Albano said he wanted to detain 
Subject Street further away from the train platform. He explained that at the prior 
shooting there was a suspect that was shot, with civilians running all over the place, 
while deputy personnel were attempting to contain the location, recover a weapon, and 
prevent a mob from forming at the location. He said he did not want the same chaos to 
happen again. 


IAB Note: Deputy Albano was wounded in the right bicep by a 
bullet that exited the head of the suspect, which was fired from his 
partner's firearm. 


IAB Note: Refer to the transcribed copy of 
Deputy Albano’s interview for further details. 


Deputy Richard E. Boykin, Employee E vcs interviewed by Internal Affairs 
Sergeants Frank Quichocho and Jose Garcia on June 20, 2012, at approximately 1007 
hours. Deputy Boykin was represented by ALADS Attorney Elizabeth Gibbons from the 
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Offices of Green and Shinee. The interview was digitally recorded and the following is a 
summary. 


Deputy Boykin said he was working overtime on March 16, 2012, assigned to Operation 
Safe Passages, which is a federal grant to monitor activities around schools. He said 
they look for violations of criminal and gang activity related to truants. On the date of 
the incident, Deputy Boykin said his partner was Deputy Albano. He stated that Deputy 
Albano was not his normal partner; however, he has worked with him during the past 
two years about two to three times a month. He agreed that they were familiar with 
each others habits, as well as training, communicating and working well with one 
another. 


Deputy Boykin said he was the driver of their marked patrol vehicle, while Deputy 
Albano was the bookman/passenger. 


While driving south on the 8400 block of Maie Avenue, Deputy Boykin said he saw a 
young looking male Black individual (Subject {i walking south on the east sidewalk 
approximately one hundred feet in front of him. He then told Deputy Albano that 
Subject looked like a possible truant. As he drove to within thirty feet of Subject 

who was southeast of their patrol vehicle, the Subject looked back over his right 
shoulder and appeared to have a startled expression on his face. As he closed the 
distance to within ten feet, Subject [I looked back at them again, turned and ran 
north on Maie Avenue, then east into the alley south of 84" Street, toward Park Lane. 
He added that since truancy is a low grade misdemeanor offense they did not go in foot 
pursuit of Subject 


Deputy Boykin said he spoke to Deputy Albano and they decided to drive east on 85"" 
Street, toward Park Lane in order to re-contact Subject [J As they reached the 
corner of 85" Street/Park Lane, they were prevented from going north on Park Lane 

ue to a residential chain link gate that swung out into the street. They watched Subject 
ci: over a concrete wall and up over a dirt embankment that leads up toward 
the Blue Line/Union Pacific Railroad track. As they finally got past the chain link fence, 
Deputy Boykin said he drove to the area where he last saw Subject EEE imino over 
the concrete wall on Park Lane. At that point, Deputy Boykin said he was not sure if 
Subject iii nad continued onto Graham Street, which was on the other side of the 
alley, or if he was walking along the railroad tracks. 


Due to their prior experience of working at Transit Services Bureau (TSB), Deputy 
Boykin said the Blue Line trains run frequently throughout the day, in addition to the 
Union Pacific railway, which shares the same tracks. Believing that Subject HB nay 
be in danger by being struck by a train, or passengers on the Blue Line may be danger, 
they decided to check the train tracks from the Firestone PAX terminal located at 8615 
Graham Avenue. 


Upon arrival at the Firestone PAX terminal, Deputy Boykin said he and his partner 
formulated a plan to search for Subject Eby going up the north and south stairwells 
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of the terminal. The stairwells both lead up into the passenger platform. He stated they 
wanted to contain Subject Hi: the platform by taking the separate stairwells, if he 
was upstairs. 


Deputy Boykin then heard Deputy Albano on his handheld radio in “direct” mode put out 
that he saw Subject I He said Deputy Albano was about fifty to sixty feet from him 
when they reached the top of the platform. As Deputy Boykin looked north toward the 
train tracks, he saw Subject approximately one hundred feet north of a cement 
walkway walking toward Deputy Albano. At this point, Deputy Boykin believed that the 
Subject was going to give up and surrender. As he walked toward Deputy Albano, who 
had opened a metal gate and walked down a cement walkway, he saw Subject ost | 
run west toward a wrought-iron fence. 


As Deputy Boykin reached the pedestrian metal gate, he saw his partner pull out his 
gun and point it toward Subject He then saw the Subject climb up and over the 
wrought-iron gate and onto the Union Pacific railroad side of the tracks. Deputy Boykin 
then saw his partner fire two rounds at Subject HB who ran west and out of view. 
He said the Subject was approximately ten feet west of the wrought-iron fence on the 
Union Pacific side of the tracks. 


Deputy Boykin stated that after the shooting, his partner told him that he believed the 
Subject had a gun in his waistband. 


Deputy Albano initiated a broadcast regarding the shooting, along with a description of 
the Subject. 


Deputy Boykin stated that within a minute, Century patrol units detained an individual 
matching the description of the Subject. Subject lias positively identified by both 
Deputies Boykin and Albano. 


Deputy Boykin stated that neither he nor his partner were ever in foot pursuit of the 
Subject. 


IAB Note: Refer to the transcribed copy of 
Deputy Boykin’s interview for further details. 
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SUBJECT INTERVIEW: 


Subject MM was interviewed on January 3, 2013, at approximately 0824 
hours, at Los Angeles County Probation — Camp Munz, located at 42220 N. Lake 
Hughes Road, Castaic. 


Hs aid he was walking down Maie Street toward the train station when the Sheriff's 
drove by and contacted him. He stated that the driver got out of the patrol car and 
pointed a gun at him and said, “Don’t move!” [then ran through the alley toward 
Park Lane and onto the train tracks. He stated that he ran away from the police 
because he was AWOL (absent without leave) from juvenile placement and did not want 
to go back to jail. 


As Hes walking toward the platform of the train terminal, he said an officer came 
up from downstairs and pointed a gun at him, while another officer got off the train. 


IAB Note: The investigation reveals only Deputies Albano and 
Boykin were involved in the incident. There is no evidence 
indicating any additional deputy personnel exited the Metrolink 
Blueline train. 


HB saic he was approximately ten yards from the deputy (Albano) who was standing 
at the edge of the platform. 


HMB said the other deputy (Boykin) was approximately two to three yards behind 
Deputy Albano. He added that as Deputy Albano walked closer toward him on the 
platform his hands (Albano’s) were shaking as he held the gun, which was pointed at 
him. HB E his hands were empty as he held them in the air. 


HEB stated that due to seeing Deputy Albano’s hands shaking uncontrollably, while 
holding a gun that was pointed at him, coupled with Deputy Albano saying re 
had a weapon; WB believed that he was going to be shot. 


Theres pulled his pants up from the sides, hopped over the gate and ran 
away. said he was already next to the gate when he hopped over it. 


IAB Note: During the criminal investigative interview by Century 
Detective Robert Figueroa, Employee HEE EEE 1 entionea 
several times that he initially believed Deputy Albano was pointing 
a taser at him; however, he never mentions the taser in the IAB 
interview. 
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said he landed on his feet when he jumped over the fence and started running 
away. He stated that he did not turn around toward Deputy Albano at the other side of 
the fence. He then ran along the tracks and eventually hopped down onto Washington 
Park. HB said that when he landed on the opposite side of the fence, his back was 
facing Deputy Albano. 


HB saic Deputy Albano started shooting at him as he jumped over the gate. He 
added that his back was facing Deputy Albano when he was shot at. He stated that he 
could clearly hear Deputy Albano shooting at him four times. 


IAB Note: Inconsistent statement. The investigative evidence 
revealed that Deputy Albano was the only department member who 
fired two rounds from his duty weapon at the Subject. 


Refer to Exhibit A for a supplementary report by Century Detective 
G. Campbell, Employee ‘== regarding an interview of a 
civilian witness, who saw Deputy Albano fire two rounds at 

after he jumped over the fence. 


HB E when he jumped over the fence, Deputy Albano continued to shoot at him 
probably five, six or seven more times. He added that it seemed like someone else was 
also shooting at him after he had jumped over the fence. 


IAB Note: During the criminal investigative interview by Century 
Detective Figueroa, MEn cer mentioned being shot at multiple 
times after he jumped over the fence. 


HE OE that he did not know why the police would shoot at him. 


Hs tated that the deputies on the platform that confronted him were different from 
the ones he encountered on Maie Avenue. He said that the deputies on Maie Avenue 
were both white. 


IAB Note: Refer to Century Detective Figueroa’s interview of 
who stated that he did not know who was driving the patrol 
car at Maie Avenue as he was not paying attention to the stop. 


said he was not under the influence of drugs/alcohol or medication during the 
incident. 


said his hands were out where they could be seen and not inside his pockets. 
He stated that he did not do anything to make Deputy Albano believe he had a weapon. 


| BAGI that when he reached down to pull his pants up just before he jumped over 
the fence the deputy would have probably thought he was reaching for a weapon; 
however, he did not have any pockets on the outside of his pants. 
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IAB Note: WA... shown a photograph of himself while being 
detained at Washington Park and at Century Sheriff's station on the 
day of the incident. After viewing the picture, HEB admitted to 
wearing camouflage cargo pants that had pockets on either side of 
his pant legs. 


IAB Note: During Century Detective Figueroa’s interview of i 
he said he ran away from the deputy because he had been shot at 
a few days ago by rival gang members.

INVESTIGATORS OBSERVATIONS: 

Due to the area of the shooting being on railroad tracks with an enormous amount of 
gravel, rocks, dirt and debris, only one expended 9mm shell casing was recovered at 
the scene. 


Due to the terrain at the railroad tracks, the rounds fired from Deputy Albano’s firearm 
could not be located. Since the backdrop and the angle of the shooting were from a 
higher elevation, the rounds are believed to be in the surrounding gravel/dirt area. 
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A review of the Metro Transit Services (MTA) surveillance video only revealed areas of 
the inner platform. It did not capture the shooting incident. 


A request for the analysis of GSR Kit #55977 revealed no particles consistent with 
gunshot primer residue (Lab receipt #K390758).
